Such was th e p icture p ainted by 
Professor Augustus T. M urray of 
Stanford Univ ersity , in a lecture 
to mem bers of th e San Francisco 
Society of th e Arch aeological In­ 
stitute of America a t th e Califor­ 
nia Sch ool of Fine Arts. 
Professor Murray 
recently 
re­ 
turned to San Francisco after p ass­ 
ing a y ear in Ath ens, teach ing at 
th e American sch ool. 
“After th irty y ears of ex cav ation 
.by French arch aeologists, th e site 
1 of th e Delp h ian oracle on th e slop e 
of Parnassus, built 600 B. C., we of 
modern tim es may gain a fairly ac­ 
curate idea of th e nobility of th e 
structure,” Professor Murray said. 
“Th e Delp h ian oracle comp rised a 
series of wonderful buildings, aside 
from th e temp le p rop er, including 
a v ast stadium, th eater, numerous 
treasure 
h ouses 
commemorating 
th e v ictories of 
ancient 
Grecian 
armies, and h eroic statues intended 
to p erp etuate th e v alor and deeds 
of Greek ancients. 
“Th e oracle and its 
group 
of 
buildings and statues, h igh up th e 
mountain side, was destroy ed time 
and again by flood, fire, earth quake 
and v andal, and, up to 18 9 3, wh en 
th e French began to ex cav ate, th e 
site was deep under a v illage. 
“Sincerity of p urp ose was th e 
outstanding feature 
of 
early -day 
Greek sculp ture.” 
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Accused of h av ing twice wound­ 
ed Ramon Preato during a sh oot­ 
ing affray at Los Alamitos, Ph ilo- 
rneno Gastenada, of th at p lace was 
h eld in th e county jail today on 
susp icion of attem p ted robbery and 
assault with a deadly weap on. 
From information giv en to th e 
auth orities by th e v ictim of th e 
rh ooting, it was intim ated th at th e 
lobbery ch arge m igh t be made in a 
formal comp laint, but th e auth ori­ 
ties were not decided 
up on

p oint. 
According to Dep uty Sh eriffs Dan 
Adams and Ed McClellan wh o re­ 
ceiv ed Castanada from th e Long 
Beach p olice after 
th e 
assorted 
eh ooting, wh ich occurred a t 3 a. m. 
y esterday . 
Castanada 
attacked 
Preato in th e y ard at th e 
latter’s 
h ome. 
Preato w as said to h av e consid­ 
ered th e attack an attem p t at rob­ 
bery , but th e 
officers 
adm itted 
th at th ey h ad little idea of th e mo­ 
tiv e and susp ected th at th e sh oot­ 
ing m igh t h av e m erely been th e re­ 
sult of a drunken brawl. 
N eith er of th e wounds inflicted 
up on Preato were serious. One took 
effect in th e arm and th e oth er in 
th e back.

How shall we seek God? Natu rally 
by tu rning to a stu dy of God’s 
word, as fou nd In the Bible. 
One 
nev er ex pects in the search 
for 
m aterial k nowledge to become pro­ 
ficient ex cept throu gh earnest and 
constant effort. 
Children are u s 
Eddy , is one of those world 
t u ally placed in the schools at 
whose words and wor s 
tender age and continu ed therein 
v incing proofs that she saw tne for many y earg beforQ thelr edu ca- 
Joy fu l v ision. H er sy stem of teach­ 
ing and her ex pou nded 
theology 
may not hav e been in accord with 
the accepted orthodox y of her day 
or ev en of the present day , bu t 
w hat wou ld hav e been the fate of 
other great leaders had they been 
rated by the world as by their con­ 
tem porary theologians? 
W hat of 
Jesu s or Pau l or Lu ther? 
Mrs. Eddy ’s rev elation came to 
her in an hou r 
of great 
hu man 
need. W hen all else had failed to 
bring her health, peace, and joy , 
she tu rned to God’s word for com­ 
fort and for healing. As she stu d­ 
ied the words and work s of Jesu s 
of Nazareth, there came to her 
the u nderstanding th at Jesu s had 
come to teach the world anew the 
great lesson of God’s ev erpresence 
and omnipotence. 
She saw how 
Jesu s’ 
work 
su pplem ented 
and 
made perfect the great v ision of 
God’s Allness as it had been inter­ 
preted by earlier stu dents, su ch as 
Moses, Samu el, Elijah, and Elisha. 
She saw how Pau l had been able 
to reconcile the rev elation of the 
Christ with the teaching and prac­ 
tice of these earlier prophets and 
wise men. 
Then there came the 
conv iction of the practical natu re 
of Jesu s’ teaching, and how little 
the religionists of her time were so 
regarding it. 
Filled w ith the joy 
of the k nowledge of the ev er pres­ 
ent av ailability of God’s power, she 
tu rned her thou ght absolu tey to 
God, and away from all m aterial 
means, and Immediately her heal­ 
ing came. 
In the hou r of healing 
came also the conv iction that she 
had bu t pu t into actu al practice the 
same tru th or law which gov erned 
Jesu s, and enabled him to be the 
great healer th at he was. 
As she 
stu died, she saw more clearly the 
Im port of Jesu s’ words, “The son 
can.do nothing of himself, bu t what 
he seeth the F ather do; for what 
things soev er he doeth, these also 
doeth the son lik ewise.” 
(Jno. 
5:19 ). 
Also “He that believ eth on 
me, the work s that I do, shall he 
do also.” 
(Jno. 14:12). 
T hat Mrs. Eddy did grasp this 
u nderstanding in its fu llest import 
Is prov ed by her work s. 
Once she 
satisfied herself th at a certain line 
of work was correct, th at is, in 
accord with God’s 
plan,

dismay ed her. 
N either was su ccess withheld from 
her in any of her great enterprises.

Not 
so in the world’s search for spirit 
u al k nowledge. 
There has been a generally ac­ 
cepted theory that goodness or a 
k nowledge of God cou ld come only 
in some my steriou s or su pernat­ 
u ral way . 
It m ight be 
throu gh 
some su dden emotion or great en­ 
thu siasm . One might ev en refer to 
Pau l's apparently su dden conv er 
slon as an Instance. One m u st bear 
In mind, howev er, th at Pau l was 
already a stu dent of 
the 
Bible 
There came to him as to many , a 
su dden conv iction of 
his 
wrong 
cou rse in life, u pon which followed 
genu ine repentance. 
He was v isit­ 
ed by Ananias and was presu m ­ 
ably told spiritu al tru ths, where­ 
u pon the scales fell from his ey es. 
He abode certain day s with the dis 
ciples, daring which time it is fair 
to assu m e he was being Instru cted 
in the spiritu al rev elation, 
after 
which he was able to preach with 
grat boldness. 
It frequ ently hap­ 
pens in the search 
for 
Christian 
Science th at when one who has 
been a Bible 6 tu dent can clearly 
see th at there m u st be the spirit­ 
u al Interpretation, he mak es m ors 
rapid 
progress in 
u nderstanding 
and dem onstration than the begin­ 
ner who may be u nfam iliar with 
the Bible. Christian Science teach­ 
ing Is In thorou gh 
accord 
with 
Jesu s’ Inju nction th at there m u st 
be the seek ing before the healing 
resu lts are accomplished. 
In the stu dy of Christian Science 
one learns th at God is Lov e, Life, 
T ru th, Sou l, Mind, Spirit, Div ine 
Principle. 
It teaches that these 
tru ths concerning what 
God 
is 
m u st be discerned spiritu ally be­ 
fore one can dem onstrate them in 
his ev ery day life.

“God is a Spirit, and they that

This spiritu al elu cidation 
of the term s u sed for God In Chris­ 
tian Science is rev ealed and made 
practical to the stu dent in the con­ 
stant stu dy of the Bible with the 
tex t book . 
A plan of daily Bible j 
su dy is afforded by a u se of the 
Christian Science Bible lesson. 
In 
addition one can profitably read 
the v ariou s other writings of Mrs. 
Eddy and the Christian

The stu dy of the Chris­ 
tian Science tex t book , instead of 
lessening one’s interest

Bible, increases it. 
Instead of de­ 
stroy ing one’s 
respect 
for 
the 
Bible, it creates a new and genu ­ 
ine lov e for It. 
Its spiritu al inter­ 
pretation of the Bible is not a dis­ 
tortion of the tex t to su it the teach­ 
ings of Christian Science. 
It is 
the discov ering and rev ealing of 
sacred and u seable tru ths. 
It is 
spiritu al apprehension ev en as In­ 
dicated by Pau l in his letter to the 
Corinthians, ‘“Bu t as It is w ritten, 
ey e hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither hav e entered Into the heart 
of man, the things which God hath 
prepared for them that lov e Him. 
Bu t God hath rev ealed them u nto 
u s by His Spirit; for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, y ea the deep 
things of God.” 
A 
carefu l 
reading of the tex t 
book u su ally opens one’s consciou s­ 
ness to a welcome reception of the 
rev ealed T ru th; and in this im­ 
prov ed u nderstanding, he frequ ent­ 
ly finds himself healed. 
An inter­ 
esting instance of this was related 
to me recently by a British soldier. 


M an. 
One of the m ost satisfy ing re­ 
su lts of one’s spiritu al u nderstand­ 
ing of GOD as tau ght In C hristian 
Science is the equ ally im portant 
k nowledge of what man is. In ou r 
generally accepted hu man concept 
of man, he has been regarded as 
m aterial, 
therefore 
as 
temporal, 
and su bject to sick ness, sin and 
death, 
in the spiritu al interpreta­ 
tion of the Bible one learns th at 
man Is spiritu al and partak es of 
rh u n to r 
the spiritu al qu alities of God who 
KnJ p r 
Is Spirit. 
This teaching, any Bible 
stu dent will recognize 
as 
being 
based on the first Chapter of Gene­ 
sis where it is said: 
“And God 
said, Let u s mak e man 
in 
ou r 
image and lik eness; and let them 
hav e dominion ov er the fish of the 
sea, and ov er the fowl of the air, 
and ov er the cattle, and ov er all 
the earth, and ov er ev ery creeping 
thing thk t creepeth u pon the earth. 
So God created man in his own 
Image, in the image of God created 
he him ; male and female created 
he them .” 
(Genesis 1:26 , 27 ). 
The hostile critic 
of 
Christian 
Science 
may 
v ehemently protest 
th at one cannot 
b o constru e the 
qu oted passage of GenesiB, while 
there rem ains the so-called m ate­ 
rial creation of man in the second 
chapter of Genesis. 
A complete 
answ er to th at one will find in the 
tex t book , in the C hapter called 
Genesis—which is a part of the 
“Key to the Scriptu res.” 
For the 
pu rposes of this lectu re it can be 
briefly said that on the u ndispu ted 
au thority of Jesu s, God Is Spirit. 
To be logical and sensible in de­ 
term ining w hat man wou ld resem ­ 
ble if made In God’s image It wou ld 
seem necessary to say he m u st be 
lik e Spirit or spiritu al and not m a­ 
terial. 
This teaching is fortified 
by Pau l’s apparent effort in his 
w ritings to bring to man’s u nder­ 
standing his spiritu al natu re, as is 
Instanced In the following qu ota­ 
tions. 
“For the things which are 
seen ar® temporal, bu t the things 


which are not seen are eternal." 
2 Cor. 4:18 . 
“There is therefore 
now 
no 
condemnation to 
them 
which are in Christ 
Jesu s 
who 
walk not after the flesh bu t after 
the 
Spirit. 
For the law of the 
Spirit of life in Christ Jesu s hath 
made me free from the law of sin 
and death-” 
(Rom. 8 :1:, 2). 
So, C hristian 
Science 
teaches 
that creation Is not the mou lding 
of forms ou t of m atter, bu t is the 
u u folding of spiritu al Ideas. 
To 
consider man as an Idea of Mind 
may seem Intangible to the m ate­ 
rial think er 
as 
compared 
with 
flesh and boneB. 
Immediately one 
tu rns, howev er, to the realm of 
Ideas, and considers their reality 
and permanence, 
su ch 
as 
eight 
times fiv e are forty or the squ are 
of the hy potenu se of a right tri­ 
angle 
equ als 
the 
su m 
of 
the 
squ ares on the other two sides, he 
is better able to appreciate and u n­ 
derstand the forev er 
tru th 
th at 
man is a spiritu al Idea. 
The tex t 
book say s, “A spiritu al idea has 
not a single elem ent of error, and 
this tru th remov es properly w hat­ 
ev er is offensiv e.” 
(Science and 
H ealth 46 3:12, 13). 
This spiritu al 
tru th u nderstood is the basis for 
healing in C hristian Science. 
Healing. 
Ev ery m an Is interested In heal­ 
ing, directly or Indirectly , becau se 
of his own personal need, or be­ 
cau se of the need of some 
one 
closely related to him. In the ear­ 
lier y ears of Christian Science a 
great m ajority of its adherents be­ 
came interested throu gh the desire 
for healing. Ev en now, it is a su b­ 
ject of large Interest to all people. 
C hristian Science does not, as 
some hav e believ ed, lay 
greatest 
stress u pon phy sical healing. 
It 
teaches, ev en as Jesu s tau ght, that 
throu gh the u nderstanding and ac­ 
ceptance of the C hrist Is salv ation, 
—fu ll and perfect. This means not 
only 
as 
the 
orthodox 
chu rch 
teaches salv ation from sin bu t sa-1 
v ation from sick ness, sorrow and 
all hu man discord. 
The healing of phy sical disease 
so,called, 
in 
Christian 
Science 
comes abou t throu gh spiritu al pro 
cesses. 
In 
the 
many recorded 
healings done by Jesu s, the u ltra 
m aterialist wou ld scarcely contend 
that m aterial rem edies were u sed. 
There Is Indeed the lone case of 
the blind man on whose ey es clay 
was placed by Jesu s, bu t ev en th at 
wou ld hardly encou rage the m ate­ 
rial enthu siast today in the u se of 
clay to heal blind ey es 
Presu mably , the religionists 
of 
today agree that 
Jesu s’ 
healing 
work was wholly 
spiritu al. 
In 
v iew of this belief, it shou ld not 
be difficu lt for the same religion­ 
ists to concede that he healed ac­ 
cording to some definite or specific 
plan, th at is according to some sy s­ 
tem or tru th which he tau ght to 
his disciples before he sent them 
forth to heal. 
Certainly there are 
words of his that do plainly indi­ 
cate su ch was his method. 
“He 
th at believ eth on me, the 
work s 
th at I do, shall he do also,” “If y e 
continu e in my word, then are y e 
my disciples Indeed and y e shall 
k now the tru th and the tru th shall 
mak e y ou free.” 
(Jno. 8 :31-32). 
This then was Mrs. Eddy ’s discov ­ 
ery , that Jesu s did heal according 
to scientific tru th, which is tau ght 
in his words, and which she spirit­ 
u ally discerned in her stu dy of the 
Bible, and which she has set forth 
In the Christian Science Tex t Book . 
It inv olv es 
u nderstanding 
that 
the Christ or T ru th was not, and 
is not merely Jesu s the man, bu t 
was and is the Tru th which Jesu s 
ty pified, reflected and 
ex pressed, 
the T ru th of which he spok e in 
Bay ing “Before Abraham 
was, 
I 
am." 
Jesu s’ m inistry was largely 
one of teaching—He came not pri­ 
marily to heal sick people, bu t to 
teach men throu gh 
words 
and 
throu gh work s the tru e natu re of 
God, and their correct relationship 
to God. 
This is indicated in one 
of Jesu s’ m ost rem ark able promi­ 
ses. “This is life eternal, that they 
might k now Thee, the only 
tru e 
God and Jesu s Christ whom Thou 
hast sent.” 
(Jno. 17 :3). 
In the stu dy of healing in Chris­ 
tian Science it is well to 
k now 
from the beginning that 
healing 
does not come as a resu lt of plead­ 
ing with God, and 
begging 
His 
mercy or His fav or, according to 
the accu stomed forms of pray er in 
orthodox 
chu rches. 
Pray er 
in 
Christian Science is correctly stat­ 
ed in the opening sentence of the 
Chapter on Pray er in the Christian 
Science Tex t Book , “The pray er 
that reform s the sinner and heals 
the sick is an absolu te faith that 
all things are possible to God,—-a 
spiritu al u nderstanding of Him, an 
u nselfed lov e” (Science and Health 
1:1-4). 
Su rely this is after the 
m anner of Jesu s’ 
teaching; 
for 
time and again do we find him say ­ 
ing “according to y ou r faith be U 
done u nto y ou ," or “becau se 
of 
y ou r faith y ou are healed,” or “to 
him that believ eth, all things are 
possible.” 
Finally he su mmarized 
it all in that rem ark able v erse In 
of 
Mark , 
W hat things soev er 
y e 
desire, 
when y e pray , believ e that y e re­ 
ceiv e them, and y e 
shall 
hav e 
them.” 
(M ark 11:24). 
The 
first 
step 
in 
Christian 
Science healing is to awak en confi­ 
dence In the patient that God can 
and does heal. 
This confidence Is 
arou sed u su ally by one’s gaining a 
new v iew point of creation or of 
what m an is in his right relation 
to God. 
Jesu s said, “God is a spirit,” or 
another translation Is, “God is spir­ 
it, and they th at worship Him m u st 
worship Him in 
spirit 
and 
in 
tru th." (John 4:24 ). 
Since God is 
Spirit, and man according to the 
first chapter of Genesis Is made in 
His image and lik eness, it wou ld 
seem only logical and reasonable 
to believ e 
as 
Christian 
Science 
teaches, th at man Is spiritu al, or 
as it is ex pressed 
in 
the 
tex t 
book , “This creation consists of tho 
u nfolding if spiritu al 
ideas, 
and 
their 
identities.” 
(Science 
and 
H ealth 502: 29 -2). 
Once a m an begins to 
u nder­ 
stand his spiritu al being—his God­ 
lik eness, he can more hopefu lly dis­ 
pu te the claims of m atter as ev i­ 
denced in pain, disease or phy sical 
imperfection. 
He 
can 
see 
that 
healing Is largely 
a 
process 
of 
ov ercoming false beliefs and be­ 
coming 
imbu ed 
with 
the 
tru e 
k nowledge of God’s Allness, and of 
m an in His lik eness—partak ing of 
He begins 


be with the body 
and 
Its 
com­ 
plaints, bu t rather that his task Is 
with thou ghts. 
In speak ing of Jesu s’ healing of 
the sick , the tex t book say s, "Je­ 
su s beheld In Science the perfect 
man, who appeared ot him where 
sinning m ortal man 
appears 
to 
mortals. 
In this perfect man the 
Sav iou r saw God’s own lik eness, 
and this correct 
v iew 
of 
man 
healed the sick ,” 
(Science 
and 
Health 
47 6 :32-4). 
W ith 
these 
words in mind, it is Interesting and 
helpfu l to consider some of Jesu s’ 
healingB. 
Tak e 
blind 
Bartimeu s 
for an ex ample—One reading of 
this healing wou ld nev er get the 
impression that Jesu s ask ed the 
man abou t his phy sical affliction or 
tha the reasoned within himself 
concerning the natu re of the m al­ 
ady or the cau se or progress of it. 
Indeed one can readily 
see 
that 
had Jesu s for a moment 
believ ed 
in the tru th or reality of blindness 
he wou ld hav e been limited by that 
belief and cou ld hav e done nothing 
for Bartimeu s. 
The only qu estion 
In Jesu s’ tnind was as to Bartini­ 
s’ faith. 
Satisfied on th at point. 
he qu ick ly enlightened Bartimeu s 
as to what sight Is, and told him 
th at faith had brou ght him sight, 
which is spiritu al light or 
u nder­ 
standing. 
So with the Sy ropheni- 
cian woman’s dau ghter, when the 
m other pleaded with Jesu s for her 
dau ghter’s healings he delay ed to 
act, presu mably 
becau se he 
was 
not su re of 
her faith or that she 
was ready spiritu ally 
to 
u nder­ 
stand. 
Bu t 
her hu mility and her 
earnestness 
did conv ince him of 
her sincerity and 
her 
apparent 
readiness for 
the 
relev ation 
of 
Tru th. 
It is interesting here to 
u ote th at he ask ed no qu estion 
abou t the disease, bu t his atten 
tlon semed to be directed toward 
ascertaining the woman’s state of 
mind in order that he m ight deter 
mine her readiness for her dau gh­ 
ter’s healing. 
Undou btedly there 
were 
many 
afflicted ones in Jesu s’ time who 
desired healing, bu t did not receiv e 
it becau se they were not ready . 
They were not ready to forsak e m a­ 
terial rem edies and not ready to 
tru st God absolu tely . So today the 
seek er for help in Christian Science 
shou ld be fu lly persu aded in his 
own mind that he 
Is 
willing 
to 
tru st God absolu tely . 
This mu ch 
accomplished, the healing shou ld 
be certain. 
The process 
then 
is 
to tear down the beliefs In the re­ 
ality of the material. 
One can 
show how there is 
no spiritu al 
sou rce from whence the m aterial 
cou ld hav e come, consequ ently It 
is not tru e. John say s “All things 
were made by Him. and withou t 
Him was not any thing made that 
was made.” (Jno. 1:3). 
It Is not 
difficu lt to believ e th at God who 
is Lov e nev er made pain, pov erty , 
disease or death. It is indeed nat­ 
u ral to believ e that God 
who 
Is 
Lov e, Is the au thor of only those 
things which are lik e lov e, su ch as 
health, strength, Joy , 
abu ndance, 
life. 
The New Testam ent w riter 
pu ts it thu s: “Ev ery good gift, and 
ev ery perfect gift Is from abov e, 
and cometh down from the Father 
of lights, with whom is no v ariable­ 
ness, neither shadow of tu rning.” 
(Jas. 1:17 ). 
T reatm ent or healing in 
Chris­ 
tian Science, is realizing 
or u n­ 
derstanding 
man’s 
“at-one-raent 
with God," as Mrs. Eddy ex presses 
It. 
(Science and Health 19 :22). It 
also affords an opportu nity to obey 
Pau l’s inju nction “to pray alway s.” 
The Christian Scientist's constant 
pray er is to k eep his mind at one 
with the consciou sness 
of 
God’s 
godness and allness, and of m an’s 
lik eness to God. 
Christian Science 
teaches 
that 
man is the reflection of God, and of 
His qu alities. As one look s into a 
m irror and sees his own 
cou nten­ 
ance reflected, so he may look into 
the m irror, Christian Science, and 
see man as reflecting and possess­ 
ing all the Godlik e qu alities. 
One 
think s of God as Lov e, then man 
His reflection ex presses lov e, not 
hate, goodness, not ev il, 
charity , 
not selfishness. 
God is 
Omnipo­ 
tence, then man. 
His 
reflection, 
posseseB strength, power, 
domin­ 
ion ov er all. God is Life, then man, 
His reflection, possesses 
health, 
freedom, life. 
This 
process 
of 
reasoning is in 
conformity 
with 
Jesu s’ inju nction to “cast ou t the 
beam 
ou t 
of 
thine 
own 
ey e." 
(M att. 7 :5). It is easy to see that 
if men generally were to think and 
u nderstand after this fashion, dis­ 
ease, 
contagion 
and 
epidemics 
wou ld qu ick ly cease to trou ble the 
world. 
There is a well au thenticated in­ 
cident k nown to Christian Scien­ 
tists in a W estern city to the ef­ 
fect that an ex perienced Christian 
Scientist, a passenger u pon a trol­ 
ley car one day , observ ed a fellow 
passenger apparently afflicted with 
some m alignant growth u pon her 
face. 
The Scientist, tru e to her 
u nderstanding of m an’s real reflec­ 
tion, denied the reality of the af­ 
fliction and claimed m an’s reflec­ 
tion 
of 
pu rity , 
peace, 
health, 
strength. 
For three consecu tiv e 
day s the Scientist saw the afflicted 
passenger 
on 
the 
car, 
neither 
speak ing to the other, bu t the Sci­ 
entist each day clearing her con­ 
sciou sness of any 
wrong 
belief, 
saw clearly the reflection 
of the 
Godlik e. 
After nearly a y ear the 
two again rode on the same car 
and the one who had been afflicted 
spok e to the Scientist 
and 
told 
her how In the three su ccessiv e 
day s the y ear before she had felt 
herself being healed, and how there 
remained no trace of the former 
diseased condition. This incident is 
an indication of w hat resu lts will 
he 
accomplished 
when 
correct 
think ing is more general. 
The Christian Science practition­ 
er or healer is not concerned wirh 
the v ariou s k inds of co-called 
dis­ 
eases. 
To him, all disease is 
the 
resu lt of wrong think ing, and his 
remedy is to correct the think ing. 
In the healing or correcting of mis­ 
tak es in m athem atical 
problems, 
the teacher does not drill his stu ­ 
dent in the v ariou s errors possible, 
bu t rather points ou t the 
specific 
error that is cau sing the trou ble, 
and when th at is corrected, the cor­ 
rect resu lt follows. 
It is qu ite the 
same in spiritu al healing. 
There 
is a 
perfect 
law 
of 
life—God’s 
law'. 
When man departs in think ­ 
ing from this perfect law, there Is 
trou ble. 
Sin, su ffering 
or death 
resu lts u nless correction is made 
in his thou ght. W hen this 
correc­ 
tion is made his life resu mes 
its 
normal cou rse in 
harmony 
with 
God’s law. 
There is no my stery abou t Chris­ 
tian Science healing. 
It 
is 
not 
hy pnotism, mesmerism, su ggestion 
nor imagination. 
It is an honest 


premises laid down in the words 
of Jesu s and the prophets. 
It is 
ascribing all power to God and His 
creation. 
It accords all goodness 
to God and His lik eness. 
It tu rns 
u s again to the 
first 
Command­ 
ment, "Thou shalt hav e no other 
Gods before me.” It refu ses to giv e 
power to any other than God. 
It 
1» therefore to deny the reality of 
all that is not of God. 
The 
tex t 
hook say s “Rise in the strength of j 
Spirit to resist all that is 
u nlik e 
good. 
God has made man capable j 
of this, and nothing can v itiate the i 
ability and 
power 
div inely 
be-j 
stowed 
on 
man.” 
(Science and; 
Health 39 3:12-15). 
He a ling of Sin and Bu siness. 
Misinformed or u ninformed peo- 
pie hav e erroneou sly believ ed th at j 
Christian Science has 
no concern: 
with salv ation from sin. W hen one 
grasps the spiritu al 
u nderstand­ 
ing of man as tau ght In Christian 
Science, one will perceiv e th at the 
most effectu al and certain 
salv a­ 
tion from sin is the destru ction of 
sin and sinfu l 
thou ghts in 
one s 
consciou sness. 
Im m ediately 
one 
beholds his fellow man as spirit­ 
u al, as reflecting the Godlik e, he 
no longer hates him, cheats him, 
o r wrongs him. 
At once he lov es 
him becau se he is Godlik e. 
In this same thou ght Is lik ewise 
offered the 
solu tion 
of 
so-called 
bu siness problems, lack , u nemploy ­ 
ment, du llness, failu re, and su ch 
lik e. In the sermon on the Mou nt, 
Jesu s gav e what the 
world 
has 
called the golden ru le. 
“There­ 
fore all 
things 
whatsoev er 
y e 
wou ld that men shou ld do to y ou , 
do y e ev en so 
to 
them ” 
(M att 
7 :12» . 
An abbrev iated statem ent 
of this ru le of condu ct, has been for­ 
mu lated by a right think ing bu si­ 
ness man as the ru le of 
“giv ing” 
rather than “getting,” which Is in 
harmony with another statem ent of J 
the M aster’s—“It is more blessed 
to giv e than to receiv e.” 
Christian Science shows the pos- 
j 
sibility of condu cting one’s 
bu s!-1 
ness su ccessfu lly along this line. 
The 
tex t 
book 
say s, 
“Div ine 
Science, 
rising, abov e 
phy sical! 
theories, ex clu des m atter, resolv es 
j 
things into thou ghts, and replaces ; 
the objects of m aterial sense with t 
spiritu al 
ideas.” 
(Science 
and 
Health 123:12-15). 
The 
av erage I 
work man, clerk or 
bu siness man j 
has probably nev er made an effort 
to so spiritu alize his thou ght con­ 
cerning bu siness or hu man activ i­ 
ties. The common thou ght of bu si­ 
ness has been strife, competition, 
gain, whereas one to be really su c­ 
cessfu l and joy fu l in his work m u st 
see it from thespiritu al v iew point. 
Consider, for instance, 
the steel 
bu siness resolv ed Into 
thou ghts.: 
Replace these m aterial objects with 
spiritu al ideas- 
W hat is the m en-! 
tal resu lt? Not Ju st steel rails for j 
trains to ru n ov er, bu t safety , en­ 
du rance, honesty . 
Not ju st steel 
trains bu t freedom, dominion, ov er­ 
coming of time and 
space, 
lov e, 
Joy , gladness and satisfaction. Not 
ju st steel u tensils, bu t beau ty , u til­ 
ity , 
harmony 
and 
safety . 
Pu t 
these thou ghts into the minds of 
steel m anu factu rers, laborers, .or 
salesmen, and y ou hav e rev olu tion­ 
ized the bu siness for the 
indiv id­ 
u al and for the pu blic. W ith su ch 
thou ghts of his bu siness the m anu ­ 
factu rer wou ld not 
be 
concerned 
with how mu ch profit 
he 
cou ld 
mak e, bu t how mu ch of these won­ 
derfu l things he cou ld giv e. 
The 
more rails, trains, and au tomobiles, 
the more freedom, joy , lov e, ov er­ 
coming and dominion. 
He wou ld 
thu s consider profit only from

The appeal of the Californ ia Irrigation association for fun d s to 
complete the survey of the waters of the state un d er the Marshall 
plan is on e that should meet with a read y respon se, an d for the rea­ 
son that the solution of the big, vital problem in the future d evel­ 
opmen t of the state d epen d s upon the con servation an d use of the 
waters of the Sierras. 
True con servation an d proper d istribution must come through a 
comprehen sive plan that shall have in view the n eed s of the state 
an d that shall take ad van tage of all available moisture. That is what 
the Marshall plan proposes. A prelimin ary survey has been mad e 
in part. The work was stopped because the appropriation was ex­ 
hausted .

AN IRISH IMMIGRANT QUOTA 


The Irish Free State misses n o opportun ity to show 
that it is an in d epen d en t, self-govern in g un it like the 
other British d omin ion s. 
It is in timated n ow that the 
| Free State is preparin g to ask the Un ited States gov­ 
ern men t to give it an in d epen d en t immigran t quota, 
i 
At presen t there is an Irish-British quota which 
totals roughly 77,000 a y ear. 
Lumped together as 
they are, the actual n umber of Irish or British en ­ 
terin g this coun try varies in proportion from time to 
time, as more of on e or the other group happen s to 
| arrive before the quota is exhausted . 
With the two groups separated , the quota left for 
j En glan d , Scotlan d an d Wales would d rop to about 
32,000, un d er the n ew bill pen d in g in Con gress. 
It 
would mean also that, even if n o Irish wished to leave 
J their Emerald Isle, the rest of the British quota would 
still be held d own to the n ew, separate figure. 
It is quite un d erstan d able, however, that the Irish 
wish freed om in immigration as well as in other 
thin gs. Un d er the presen t sy stem they can be crowd ­ 
ed out if the quota is filled early with En glish 
emigran ts. 
So far as the Un ited States is con cern ed , immi­ 
gran ts from En glan d , Irelan d , Scotlan d an d Wales 
are equally welcome. 
As a rule they all make good 
citizen s in this coun try . 
Our quota sy stem d eliber­ 
ately favors them as a group while it shuts out some 
of the n ation als from Southeastern Europe. 
The steamship compan ies which have alread y sold 
reservation s to a large n umber of “ British” immi­ 
gran ts for the comin g fiscal y ear, fin d that they are 
goin g to be in a sad state of con fusion if the Irish 
are given a separate quota immed iately .

This n ewspaper takes leave to register Its protest again st the un ­ 
fair treatmen t given to Sen ator Hiram John son ’s presid en tial can d id acy 
by political lead ers an d partisan journ als in the east. There seems to 
be on the part of these in terests a con certed effort to min imize its 
importan ce an d to create the impression that it is presumptuous for 
him to aspire to the high office which he seeks. By stud ied d etraction 
they are en d eavorin g to implan t in the public min d an id ea that the 
sen ator's qualification s an d record of achievemen t are hopelessly in ­ 
ferior to those of Presid en t Coolid ge. 
Our objection is n ot based on partisan con sid eration ; we have n ot 
espoused the cause of Sen ator John son , an d d o n ot in ten d to d o so. 
But the tactics employ ed by some of his oppon en ts are in our jud gmen t 
paltry an d offen sive, an d we protest again st them In the n ame of fair 
play for which the American people are proud to stan d . 
By ad roit comparison an d in n uen d o, persisten t efforts are mad e to 
suggest that Mr. John son is d eficien t in the qualities a presid en t should 
have, an d that, moreover, he is seekin g a n omin ation which by right 
belon gs to Mr. Coolid ge. Let us an aly ze the facts, can d id ly an d with­ 
out prejud ice. 
Presid en t Coolid ge, by virtue of his office, is an outstan d in g n a­ 
tion al an d world person age. Sen ator John son has attain ed exception al 
promin en ce in this coun try , an d is wid ely kn own abroad , as was con ­ 
vin cin gly shown by the atten tion s he received in Europe last summer. 
But there are in the careers of these two n oted American s more strik­ 
in g an alogies, which will assist in formin g a comparative estimate of 
their abilities an d their qualification s for the presid en cy . 
Each served as govern or of a great American common wealth. Mr. 
John son , though he had been for y ears a successful lawy er in Cali­ 
forn ia, d id n ot attract n ation al atten tion un til 1906, when he assisted in 
the prosecution of a powerful rin g of grafters in San Fran cisco, an d 
after District Attorn ey Hen ey had been shot d own in the courtroom, car­ 
ried the case to a triumphan t con clusion . Followin g this legal an d civic 
victory over en tren ched corruption , Mr. John son was d rafted as lead er 
of the forces strivin g to break the d espotic power of the Southern Pa­ 
cific railway over the public affairs of the city an d the state. For forty 
y ears that corporation had misruled Californ ia through a partn ership 
between politically -privileged 
busin ess an d commercially -subsid ized 
politics.® It own ed both party organ ization s, con trolled every office, 
d ictated legislation an d d omin ated the courts. 
Workin g un d er an imperfect primary law, John son captured the 
n omin ation for govern or in 1910, was elected by a plurality of 22,00C, 
an d scrupulously fulfilled his campaign pled ge that his first un d ertakin g 
after assumin g office would be to smash the railroad political machin e. 
But this was on ly a prelimin ary . Durin g his term 
he procured 
the 
ad option of n early a score of con stitution al amen d men ts an d an exten ­ 
sive program of legislation , all d esign ed to promote self-govern men t 
an d social an d in d ustrial justice, the en actmen ts comprisin g a sy stem 
of en lighten ed laws which put Californ ia in the fron t ran k amon g pro­ 
gressive states. His executive ability an d legislative competen ce mad e 
such a d eep impression that gfter his four-y ear term he was re-elected 
by a plurality of 155,000. 
Mr. Coolid ge was elected govern or of Massachusetts in 1919 an d 
re-elected by a plurality of 119,000 the followin g y ear. 
His 
ad min is­ 
tration was wholly cred itable, hut its on e n ation ally con spicuous fea­ 
ture was his firm attitud e d urin g a police strike; his n ame is associat­ 
ed with n o importan t legislation . In the record s of the two men as 
govern ors, then , there is n othin g to justify a d erogatory 
campaign 
again st the Californ ian . 
Mr. John son was n omin ated in 1912 as the run n in g mate of Theo­ 
d ore Roosevelt; y et though he was un d er comparison for mon ths with 
the most forceful campaign er an d the biggest American of the gen era­ 
tion , he mad e his person ality felt throughout the whole coun try an d 
oame out of the struggle a n oted n ation al figure. Mr. Coolid ge was 
n omin ated with Mr. Hard in g. 
The latter was by n o mean s equipped 
to d omin ate the campaign an d obscure the secon d can d id ate on the 
ticket. Mr. Coolid ge, n evertheless, remain ed to the en d a barely 
per­ 
ceptible figure, respectable but totally un in spirin g. 
In the 1920 primaries Sen ator John son sought presid en tial d ele­ 
gates as a free-lan ce can d id ate. He carried every state in which his 
n ame was submitted , though he fought without substan tial fin an cial 
backin g an d again st the organ ized forces of the old guard , an d in the 
con ven tion he held n early 150 votes for half a d ozen ballots. When 
it became apparen t that he could n ot win , a un an imous n omin ation for 
the vice presid en cy was offered to him. It was d ue to his refusal, an d 
a stroke of political lightn in g, that the secon d place was con ferred 
on Mr. Coolid ge. 
Mr. Coolid ge is the most formid able can d id ate for the n omin ation 
for presid en t for n o other reason than the circumstan ces that upon the 
d eath of Mr. Hard in g he con stitution ally succeed ed to the office, with 
all its great prestige an d its con trol of patron age. Now it is perfectly 
obvious that if Sen ator John son had accepted the secon d placo on the 
ticket, offered to him at Chicago, he would be tod ay the can d id ate of 
the Republican organ ization for presid en t; every circumstan ce 3n d in ­ 
fluen ce that has mad e Mr. Coolid ge its choice, with greater certitud e 
would have d esign ated John son . The n ation al committeemen would be 
en thusiastically for him; the fed eral placehold ers an d the en tire ad ­ 
min istration forces would be his supporters; southern d elegates would 
be han d -picked an d labeled for him. An d the very politician s an d n ews­ 
papers that tod ay are lampoon in g him would be acclaimin g his can ­ 
d id acy as the hope of the party an d the n ation . 
The n ature of the itn pression Mr. John son mad e as govern or was 
shown in t%e secon d y ear of his secon d term, when Californ ia elected 
him Un ited States sen ator by a plurality of n early 300,000, an d that his 
career in Washin gton was satisfactory to the state was testified by his 
re-election in 1922, his plurality bein g 340,000. 
From the time of his 
first appearan ce in the sen ate he comman d ed n ation al atten tion ; in the 
prolon ged fight again st the Wilson league project he was on e of the 
foremost lead ers; his powers as a d ebater are highly respected , an d 
even those who tally reject some of his views pay tribute to his force­ 
fuln ess. 
Mr. Coolid ge, on the other han d , n ever emerged 'from the d ign ified 
obscurity of the vice presid en cy un til an un expected turn of fate placed 
him in the White House. Though he had a seat at every cabin et meet­ 
in g, a position of van tage held by n on e of his pred ecessors, the impres­ 
sion he mad e was n egligible—so much so that it had been d ecid ed by 
the party lead ers that in ren omin atin g Presid en t Hard in g they would 
select an other than Mr, Coolid ge for the secon d place on the ticket. 
Not un til un foreseen circumstan ces elevated him to the chief post of 
power in the govern men t was he con sid ered even a remote possibility 
as a can d id ate for that exalted position . But then , 
straightway , 
the 
official who had been rated by the lead ers as “un available” even for 
a secon d term as vice presid en t became for them the embod imen t of 
statesman like gen ius, whose n omin ation for presid en t was imperatively 
d eman d ed by the in terests of the party an d the n ation . 
Sen ator John son ’s views on some vital issues are open to criticism, 
but for in ten sity of con viction an d courage in fightin g for his beliefs he 
has a reputation un surpassed by that of an y man n ow in American 
public life. As executive an d legislator he hag shown that he possesses 
both con structive ability an d a gift of lead ership which comman d s 
ard en t loy alty from his followers. 
Mr. Coolid ge is d eficien t in n early 
all of these qualities an d quite d evoid of some of them. The sen ator 
has a powerful person ality an d an un usual d egree of magn etism. The 
presid en t has so little person ality that his lack of it is on e of his most 
d istin ctive traits. Emin en tly trustworthy in character an d efficien t as 
an ad min istrator, he has n on e of the attributes of lead ership. 
i 
So great is the prestige of the presid en cy that the occupan t o rth e 
position , however mod erate his attain men ts, is alway s en veloped with 
a glamour of gen ius. Thus it has n ot been d ifficult to make man y per­ 
son s believe that the can d id acy of Sen ator John son is aud aciously in ­ 
appropriate, almost d iscred itable, as an attempt to take 
from 
Mr. 
Coolid ge somethin g to which h% has prescriptive right. Doubtless the 
id ea is propagated the more easily because of the un written law that 
“on e good term d eserves an other.” 
But Presid en t Coolid ge has n ot served a term or an y substan tial 
part of a term. He stan d s for n o clear-cut policies, represen ts n o out­ 
stan d in g achievemen ts. 
The assumption that he possesses extraord i­ 
n ary capacities is based upon a belief that because he is a man of high 
character, an d is alread y the chief executive, he possesses qualities 
which will en able him to accomplish great thin gs in the future, d espite 
a colorless record thus far. 
He has exhibited n o impressive powers of statesman ship or lead er­ 
ship. His equipmen t, so far as available evid en ce in d icates, d oes n ot 
go bey on d self-d isciplin e, rectitud e, habits of in d ustry an d the sober 
common sen se of an efficien t ad min istrator. 
Overzealous supporters, 
in attributin g to him elemen ts of gen ius which he d oes n ot possess, are 
obscurin g the valuable traits w’hich he d oes possess; 
an d 
they are 
play in g bad politics, because they are creatin g in the public min d a 
false image an d expectation s which will be d isappoin ted . An d to pro­ 
mote their purpose by a campaign of d etraction they in vite sets up 
stan d ard s by which the sen ator gain s in an y impartial examin ation . 
Somethin g more con vin cin g than cheap rid icule will be n eed ed to per­ 
suad e the American people that a man who has been seriously con ­ 
sid ered as a presid en tial possibility for twelve y ears ,bas sud d en ly 
become in con sequen t an d un fit even to aspire to the office. 
,Let us remin d our read ers that we are n ot writin g these thin gs 
as supporters of Sen ator John son ’s can d id acy , for on vital issues our 
con viction s an d hi6 are far apart. Moreover, we un d erstan d an d ap­ 
preciate the man y high qualities of in tellect an d character which Presi­ 
d en t Coolid ge possesses, an d we are n ot oppon en ts of the plan to n om­ 
in ate him. 
But we resen t the un sportsman like an d witless campaign 
to d estroy the repute of Sen ator John son , which is based 
upon an 
hon orable an d con spicuously useful career.
